Notice of Informal Patent Application (PTO-152) 
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Prosecution before the Primary Examiner is hereby reopened, the Final Rejection dated 
September 25, 2003 is withdrawn, and the amendment filed January 5, 2004 has been entered. 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 ILS.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 1, 23, 25, 26 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
Applicant regards as the invention. Claims 1 1, 25 and 34 are indefinite because: (1) it is not 
clear that "screens" can be considered "particles;" and (2) it is not clear what types of particles 
are intended by the terms "wovens" and "non-wovens," particularly since these two terms taken 
together appear to encompass all known materials. The term "between greater" (claim 23, line 
2) is vague and indefinite as to the limitation intended. Applicant is advised that an amendment 
deleting "between" from this expression would overcome this portion of the rejection. Claim 26 
is indefinite because it recites that the carbon add-on in the coating "is between about 0.1% and 
about 85%," which recitation appears to include 85%, but parent claim 17 appears to require that 
this carbon add-on in the coating be "less than about 85%" (see line 7). 

Claims 9, 10, 12-14, 16-22, 24, 27-29-, 31-33, 35 and 37 are allowed . Claims 11, 23, 25, 
26 and 34 would also be allowed if rewritten or amended to overcome the above rejection under 
35 U.S.C. § 112.
